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Rogers Asks 
Europe for 
Mideast Help

LONDON < A P i - U.S. Secre- 


tary of S(ale William P. Rogers 
was flying to London from the 
Far Kast today to seek pledges 
of more active support from 
Britain's new government for 
American policies in the Middle 
East and Asia. 


Two-day 
policy talks with 


Prime Minister Edward Heath, 
Foreign 
Secretary 
Sir 
Alec 


Douglas-Home and other high 
officials will range over the en- 
tire field of foreign affairs. 


But the dominant topics un- 


doubtedly will be the deepening 
Arab-Israeli crisis, the implica- 
tions of the U.S. withdrawal 
from Vietnam and the Conserv- 
ative government's plans to 
work more closely with 
the 


white supremacist regimes of 
South Africa and Rhodesia. 


In the Middle East and the 


Far East, Heath's government 
has already provided evidence 
of its resolve to back the Ameri- 
cans more vigorously than Har- 
old Wilson's Labor government 
did. 


In return, the Conservatives 


hope (hey will be able to count 
on U.S. understanding, if not 
overt support, for the intentions 
to resume the sale ot certain de- 
fensive weapons to the apart- 
heid government of South Africa. 


In the Middle East, the Con- 


servatives have displayed less 
inclination to conciliate Presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser of 
Egypt than Wilson's govern- 
ment did. Their attitude was ex- 
pressed 
recently 
by 
Julian 


Amery, an influential minister, 
who wrote: "The objective of 
western policy is not only to 
achieve peace between 
Israel 


and 
her 
neighbors 
but 
to 


achieve 
it 
under 
conditions 


which remove the threat of So- 
viet predominance in the Middle 
East." 


This appears to conform ex- 


actly with President 
Nixon's 


own 
thinking 
as 
understood 


here. 


On Southeast Asia, Rogers 


has already received 
official 


word of British plans to pre- 
serve a military presence in 
Singapore and Malaysia through 
the 1970s as part of a five-power 
Commonwealth force. This was 
conveyed by 'Anthony Royle; 'a 
Foreign Office minister, at the 
Southeast Asia Treaty Organiza- 
tion meeting which Rogers at- 
tended in Manila. 


Douglas-Home intends to ad- 


vise Rogers of the precise limits 
of Britain's readiness to partici- 
pate 
in 
the 
Commonwealth 


force, which has been designed 
partly to raise local morale dur- 
ing a period of American re- 
trenchment. 


A trickier situation confronts 


the two foreign ministers over 
South Africa. 


The United States and Canada 


started the action that led the 
U.N. Security Council in 1963 to 
call for a world ban on the sup- 
ply of arms to segregationist 
South Africa. One year later the 
Wilson government implement- 
ed the embargo. 


Now the Conservatives want 


to resume weapons sales needed 
for the defense of the South Af- 
rican cape sea routes used by 
tankers carrying Persian Gulf 
oil to Europe. 
Douglas-Home 


has asserted that these sea 
lanes are menaced by Russia's 
ever-swelling submarine fleet. 


Any such British move would 


attract 
embittered 
protests 


from most Asian and black Afri- 
can states, 
and 
the United 


States would find it 
difficult 


openly to support it. Neverthe- 
less the British hope to ensure, 
at the very least, a passive atti- 
tude on the part of Washington.

Washington a week ago to re- 
curd in word and pictures not 
only Arkansas' featured contri- 
bution to the American Folklife 
Festival, but also Rockefeller

HOUSTON. Tex, (AP) — "An 


insomniac 
who 
works 
in 
a 


sleep-shop? Come now, doc— 
you've got to be kidding." 


"Cross my heart and hope to 


die—and 
may 
Hippocrates 


haunt 
me 
if 
I'm 
fibbing," 


grinned Dr. James D. Frost Jr., 
a young Baylor University Med- 
ical 
School 
neurophysiologist 


who is doing research on How 
People Sleep—or Don't Sleep. 


"Come on upstairs to the 


sleep-lab, and I'll introduce you 
to him." 


And so, as 
midnight ap- 


proached and most of the lights 
were out in famed Methodist 
hospital, the doctor and the 
newsman went up four flights to 
an eerily hushed 
laboratory 


complex where they met Lester 
Jordan, 26, a 230-pounder, six 
footer. 


Indeed he is an insomniac— 


"ever since I was a kid." 


And indeed he does work in a 


Houston sleep-ship—"where we 
sell darned good beds, but even 
they don't completely help me." 


Remember his name—Lester 


Jordan—because he might wind 
up in the annals of medicine as 
one of the pioneer participants 
in research that could provide 
new aid to millions of insomnia 
sufferers throughout the world. 


The affliction is widespread, 


and it has broad ramifications: 


—Insomnia besets at least one 


out of three Americans at some 
time furing their lives. 


—Insomniacs account for a 


major proportion of the $500 
million which Americans spend 
each year on hypnotic, sedative 
and tranquilizing drugs legally 
obtained only by prescription- 
drugs that are potentially peri- 
lous if over-used. 


And this doesn't count the ad- 


ditional millions of dollars spent 
on over-the-counter, 
nonpres- 


cription items widely promoted 
as sleep inducers. 


—While insomniacs collective- 


ly consume tons of drugs, others 
try methods ranging from in- 
duced hypnosis and self-hypno- 
sis to gymnastics or yoga exer- 
cises. 


Still others employ mechani- 


cal 
devices, 
including 
"flui- 


dized," vibrating, or automati- 
cally massaging beds; electrical 
head-warmers and 'feetiwarm- 
ers; "anti-snbring" devices for 
their mates; and various kinds 
of bedside soundmaking devices 
designed to cancel out other 
sounds. 


A young woman 
in Falls 


Church, Va., for example, re- 
ports she can't get to sleep un- 
less she first uses her hair- 
dryer. She benefits, she says, 
from both its warmth and sooth- 
ing whir. 


Other insomniacs try such 


techniques as taking a bubble- 
bath and playing the harpsi- 
chord before bedtime; taking 
long automobile drives around 
the countryside when virtually 
no one else is up but the owls; 
telephoning 
fellow-insomniacs 


and trying to talk one another to 
sleep, or knocking off a couple 
of fast Martinis by the dawn's 
early light. 


Insomnia comes in different 


varieties. 


One form appears directly re- 


lated to the aging process, and 
is characterized in elderly folks 
by frequent awakenings. 


Another form is called "acute 


situational insomnia," usually a 
temporary thing resulting from 
such as "business or work prob- 
lems, or students worried about 
being drafted," said Dr. Antho- 
ny Kales, director of the UCLA 
sleep research and treatment 
facility. 


Another large group of suffer- 


ers—possibly up to 70 per cent 
of the total—is composed of in- 
dividuals with chronic emotion- 
al or psychological 
problems, 


ranging from mild to severe, 
but short of outright mental der- 
angement. 


Normal sleep, studies reveal, 


consists of a kind of rhythmic 
cyclic pattern of four separate 
stages—totaling about 90 min- 
utes—in 
which 
a 
person 


progressively 
slips, 
without 


dreaming, from very light to 
deep sleep—followed by a peri- 
od of dreaming before the cycle 
begins again. 


The dream stage of each cy- 


cle is detectable by rapid uncon- 
scious movements of the sleep- 
er's eyes—as though he were 
watching a movie or television. 
This 
REM 
(for ••rapid-eye- 


movements") stage, plus the 
period of deepest sleep, are con- 
sidered the most important and 
desirable stages. 


UP to now, according to Kales 


and some other sleep-research- 
ers, the average 
doctor has 


been too quick to prescribe 
sleeping pills for insomniacs in 
general 


While barbiturate and even 


nonbarbiturate drugs of the hyp- 
notic class can quickly bring on 


oblivion. Kales says the.v tend to 
suppress the apparently impor- 
tant ftBM «leep stages. 


And when a patient seeks to 


"Kit!," 'he sleeping pill habit— 
or forgets to take his normal 
dose—he may get violent "REM 
rebounds"—a severe catch-up 
type of dreaming characterized 
by horrible nightmares. 


The 
California 
psychiatrist 


says his team has had promis- 
ing, though still tentative, re- 
sults in helping maintain REM 
sleep in insomniacs by using the 
non-barbiturate hypnotic chloral 
hydrate—a pill form of the so- 
dalled 'knock-out drops" used to 
convert a shot of whiskey into a 
'jMickey Finn." at least in the 
rnovies. 


But, he says, while the drug 


puts people to sleep—and lets 
them dream—its maximum ef- 
fectiveness is limited to about a 
week. 


Another, possibly more prom- 


ising, method involves use of ei- 
ther a relatively mild tranquili- 
zer to allay anxiety, or a new 
drug called flurazepam, the lat- 
ter designed to help keep the pa- 
tient asleep. Both drugs are 
non-barbiturates. 


Meanwhile, back at the Bay- 


lor sleep-monitoring laboratory, 
where research is supported by 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, mattress 
salesman Jordan was being pre- 
pared for his scientific beddy- 
by. 


One of Dr. Frost's aides was 


taping a complex of electrodes 
to Jordan's scalp, the sides of 
his eye-sockets and his neck. 
From the electrodes, varied-col- 
ored wires converged down the 
patient's head in pony-tail fash- 
ion. 


Later, this strange nightcap 


was hooked to a bedside electr- 
oencephalograph—or 
"EEC 


brain-wave machine." EEG ma- 
chines and associated equip- 
ment continuously record brain 
activity as squiggly lines on 
graph paper. 


They tattle on teeth-grinding, 


restless tossing, blanket-wres- 
tling—even staring at the ceil- 
ing. As one researcher says 
they paint "a roadmap of the 
night." 


Such a skull-cap had been fit- 


ted onto another Baylor insom- 
niac volunteer, «i psychology 
student at a Houston college. 


When the volunteers,who are 


paid $7 a night, were bedded 
down, the EEG machine went to 
work. 


The pen on the 
sleep-shop 


man's record 
started 
briskly 


tracing squiggles. 


"He's jumping between being 


awake and being asleep—and 
back again," said Frost. "And, 
lool at those big eye move- 
ments! But he may be just star- 
ing at the ceiling." 


Meanwhile, 
the 
psychology 


student should have been lightly 
snoozing, but there were signs 
of bodily muscular action. 


"He's 
bouncing around 
in 


bed," said Frost's aide. 'He told 
me he'd been riding motorcy- 
cles all afternoon." 


Frost reported later that it 


took the sleep-shop man 1 hour, 
10 minutes to get into deep sleep 
and he woke up eight times dur- 
ing the night. The student slept 
well until about 6:30 a.m., but 
then he had had it. 


In a telephone interview a few 


days later, insomniac Jordan 
was asked what he did to pass 
the time when he couldn't sleep. 


"I do sculpture, write poetry 


or paint," he replied. "And I 
like to design things." 


"What do you design?" he 


was asked. 


"Mostly beds." he laughed. 


"In fact, just the other night, 
before the sleep-project ended 
at the hospital, I designed one 
having an automatic shutoff for 
a vibrator, a bed lamp and a ra- 
dio, so a person wouldn't have 
to wake up to turn them off."

War-Limited 
Bill Up to 
Conference 
WASHINGTON < A P > - A doz- 


en members of Congress, split 
nearly down the middle, now 
hold the key to the fate of the 
Cooper-Church amendment 
to 


restrict U.S. actions in Cambo- 
dia. 


The House left the controver- 


sial measure to the fate of a 
Senate-House conference com- 
mittee when it refused Thurs- 
day to order conferees to sup- 
port the amendment to the for- 
eign military sales bill. 


The Senate passed the amend- 


ment, named for Sens. John 
Sherman 
Cooper, R-Ky., and 


Frank 
Church, D-Idaho, two 


weeks ago after almost two 
months of debate. 


House supporters of Cooper- 


Church reached a high-water 
mark in votes for antiwar pro- 
posals in their chamber, but 
nevertheless lost in a key 237- 
153 vote 
during 
a 
session 


marked by parliamentary con- 
fusion and Democratic charges 
that the White House twisted 
arms of doubtful members. 


Indications point to a tough 


fight in conference, with all five 
House members against curbing 
presidential power in Cambodia, 
but the Senate representatives 
overwhelmingly for the amend- 
ment. 


The Senate members line up 6 


to 1 in favor of Cooper-Church 
and most also have little use for 
the military sales bill which both 
the Nixon administration and 
House conferees want extended. 


"My impression is that the 


Senate is going to hang tough," 
said Rep. Donald M. Fraser, D- 
Minn., who described the Thurs- 
day scene as "a typical ramrod 
operation of the House." 


Pennsylvania 
Democrat 


Thomas E. Morgan, chairman 
of the House Foreign 
Affairs 


Committee, who will lead the 
House contingent, suggested to 
reporters a long conference was 
on the horizon. "I would say 30 
days ought to do it," Morgan 
added. 


In Thursday's vote all five of 


the House conferees joined in 
killing a motion by Rep. Donald 
W. Riegle Jr., R-Mich., which 
would have instructed them in 
advance 
to 
accept 
Cooper- 


Church. 


Conference rules specify a 


majority of the conferees from 
both branches must agree on 
action taken. They can modify, 


accept 
or 
eliminate 
Cooper- 


Church and other points of 
difference in the bill but what- 
ever action is taken then is sub- 
ject to final approval by both 
the full House and Senate. 


As drafted by the Senate, the 


Cooper-Church amendment pro- 
vides no funds can be used for 
L.iS. troops and advisers or for 
mercenaries from othei nations 
in Cambodia.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Justice Department filed suit 
Thursday to force desegrega- 
tion of nine school districts in 
Arkansas 
and U.S. District 


Judge Oren Harris of El Dora- 
do immediately ordered 
the 


districts to develop plans for 
the "immediate conversion of 
their school systems to unitary, 
nondiscriminatory school sys- 
tems." 


Districts named in the suit 


were Cotton Plant, 
England, 


Hazen, Helena - West Helena, 
Holly Grove, Wabbaseka, Wat- 
son Chapel, Bradley and Thorn- 
ton. 


The suit against Bradley and 


Thornton was filed at Little 
Rock. The other seven were 
named in a suit filed in Little 
Rock. 


Harris ordered the districts 


to submit their desegregation 
plans to the Office of Education 
of the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. He said 
districts that reach agreement 
on such plans with HEW should 
report to him by July 24. Where 
no agreement is reached, the 
districts and HEW are ordered 
to file, by July 31, suggested 
plans for operating unitary sys- 
tems. 


Any necessary hearings will 


be held during the week of 
Aug. 10, Harris said. 


The Justice Department liti- 


gation sought an order from U. 
S. District Court to require the 
districts to seek necessary tech- 
nical assistance from HEW for 
the 
preparation 
of 
desegre- 


gation plans to be implemented 
in the next school year. 


The suit, signed by Atty. Gen 


John N. Mitchell, was not a sur- 
prise.

If the reports are true, the 


West Virginian said in a speech 
prepared 
for the Senate, the 


United States should withdraw 
any financial aid which contrib- 
utes to the conditions. 


And, he said, "our govern- 


ment should use every means at 
its disposal to compel !hc gov- 
ernment in Saigon to treat pris- 
oners humanely." 


At the same time. Byrd called 


for pressure on Hanoi to gain 
humane 
treatment 
of U.S. 


troops held prisoner by the 
North 
Vietnamese. 
He com- 


pared the plight of prisoners in 
both Vietnams as focal points of 
compassion from the U.S. pub- 
lic. 


Byrd 
said 
Americans are 


shocked by reports of the tiger 
cages, shackling and beating of 
prisoners, and poor food served 
the inmates. 


Byrd. a floor leader in the 


fight to resist limitations on 
President Nixon's powers in 
Cambodia, joined a widening 
group calling for an investiga- 
tion into the Con Son reports.

light when two congressmen, 
Reps. Augustus F. Hawkins, D 
Calif., and William R. Ander-

on One Count May Be Cut

NEW YORK (AP) - 
After 


nearly 17 hours of deliberation, 
a federal court jury has found 
Martin Swelg, suspended chief 
administrative aide to House 
Speaker 
John 
McCormack, 


guilty of one count of perjury 
and acquitted him on six other 
counts. 


"Thank God it's over," Sweig 


said after the four women and 
eight men returned their verdict 
Thursday. 


The suspended aide, who had 


been employed for 24 years in 
the Speaker's office, was indict- 
ed on one count of conspiracy 
and six counts of perjury. 


The indictment charged that 


Sweig conspired with lobbyist 
Nathan Voloshen to defraud the 
government 
by misusing the 


prestige of the Speaker's office 
and that the pair pressured gov- 
ernment agencies to obtain fa- 
vors for clients of Voloshen. 


Voloshen pleaded guilty when 


the trial opened June 17. 


Sweig, 48, was found guilty of 


lying to a federal grand jury 
here about knowing Gary Roth 
of I^wrence, N.Y., and denying 
he made calls in the name of 
the Speaker. 


Judge 
Marvin Frankel set 


Aug. 31 for sentencing. Sweig 
faces a maximum of five years 
in prison and a $2,000 fine. His 
lawyer, Paul T. Smith, said he 
would appeal the verdict. 


During the trial, testimony in- 


dicated that Voloshen received 
$1,500 to obtain a hardship dis- 
charge for Roth, and that Sweig 
made calls to Army officers 
saying the Speaker was a close 
friend of the Roth family. 


A juror who declined to be 


identified told newsmen later 
that the panel thought the Roth 
matter should not have been 
forgotten by Sweig because of 
memoranda bearing Sweig's ini- 
tials which were introduced at 
the trial. 


The juror said the majority of 


the panel had been inclined to 
acquit Sweig of all 
perjury 


charges except the Roth matter, 
because Sweig was "a busy 
man," and conceivably could 
have forgotten events about 
which he was accused of perjur- 
ing himself.

WASHINGTON ( A P ) - Act- 


ing in the wake of an aborted 
administration attempt to aid 
the ailing Penn Central Rail- 
road, the Senate has voted to 
sharply limit the Defense De- 
partment's authority to guaran- 
Ico loans. 


The Senate passed and sent to 


the 
Mouse Thursday night a 


two-year extension of the De- 
fense 
Production 
Act. under 


which the administration almost 
rescued the railroad from finan- 
cial trouble. 


After first promising to guar- 


antee $200 million in loans the 
administration 
backed 
out. 


Shortly thereafter, the railroad 
.sought 
reorganization 
under 


bankruptcy law. 


The Senate Thursday slashed 


the maximum amount the gov- 
ernment could guarantee to $20 
million. Larger amounts would 
require congressional consent. 


The vote on the limitation was 


75-0, (hen the act passed 69-1. 


Also added by the Senate was 


a provision which, for the first 
time, 
would require defense 


contractors to follow 
uniform 


accounting standards. 


Supporters said the new re- 


quirement could save the tax- 
payers up to $2 billion a year. 
Opponents called it a "costly ex- 
periment" 
that 
might doom 


many small contractors. 


The limitation sponsored by 


Sens. 
William 
Proxmire, D- 


Wis., and Harry F. Byrd Jr., D- 
Va., would bar the President 
from using the act to approve 
any loan designed to save a fail- 
ing company unless he first cer- 
tified that such a failure would 
impair the national defense ef 
fort and gave Congress 10 days 
notice. 


First enacted in 1950, the De- 


fense Production Act authorizes 
the Defense Department to fix 
priorities and allocate materials 
needed by the military, as well 
as to guarantee loans.

Verdict On Its 
25th Birthday 


Anniversaries never fail to 


produce reappraisals and the 
United Nations, observing its 25 
birthday, no doubt will be the 
subject of a multitude of pro and 
con pieces before the year is out. 


The verdict on the 
world 


organization at Its quarter- 
century mark must be, in our 
view, a mixed one with more on 
the debit side than on the credit. 


Our feeling that the U. N. has 


not lived up to expectations and 
in fact, is losing ground—is 
shared 
by 
one 
of 
the 


organization's greatest sup- 
porters, former Canadian Prime 
Minister Lester B. Pearson. 


Mr. Pearson declares that 


unless the United Nations un- 
dergoes major change in the next 
10 years it will disintegrate. He 
propoes that a three—man task 
force devise ways and means of 
making the organization more 
effective. 


In truth, the U. N. has become 


little more than a propaganda 
podium 
for the so-called 


"neutralist" bloc. A multitude of 
tiny ministates, each with the 
same vote as a United States or 
Russia or Great Britain, clfcg th« 
proceedings with minor matters 
while the great issues go 
unheard. 


The U. N., for example, can 


propose armed invasion plans to 
unseat peaceful governments in 
Rhodesia and South Africa and 
offer pious criticism of the U. S. 
effort In Southeast Asia while 
Soviet 
aggression 
in 


Czechslovakia goes completely 
uncensured. 


U. 
N. peacekeeping efforts 


with a major exemption, are 
ignored. For example Security 
Council resolutions on a cease- 
fire ta ttw Middle East have been 
coidshouidered by all sides; so 
have similar proposals on the 
status of Jerusalem and an 
over-all settlement. 


Even 
if 
some 
wide 


peacekeeping measure could be 
devised by the United Nations 
there is always the fact that any 
single member of the Security 
Council can Invoke its veto power 
and block any action. 


Certainly we do agree that the 


United Nations has scored some 
real successes. 
A tiny UN 


peacekeeping force has. for 
some time 
stood 
between 


volatile Turkish and Greek 
factions on the island of Cyprus- 
an example of what the world 
organization might accomplish 
on a larger scale. 


The 
United Nations 
has 


established 
a 
number 
of 


specialized agencies that truly 
help the hungry, the illiterate 
and the needy in many un- 
derveloped lands. U. N. teams 
have pioneered medical im- 
provement programs in many 
parts of the world. 


But on balance, the world 


organization has failed to meet 
the major challenges of this era 
and, indeed, has become little 
more than an East 
Hiver 


sounding board for hypocritical 
Communist—neutralist 
dipomats. 


Unless the United Nations does 


somehow find a way to function 
more efficiently and actively it 
may suffer the fate of the old 
League of Nations and disappear 
altogether. Founded as the hope 
of 
mankind, 
the 
world 


organization deserves better 
than that.

For four months the state has 


had the highest unemployment 
rate in the country—about dou- 
ble the national average June 
unemployment exceeded 110,000 
out of a statewide work force of 
1.4 million.

A-Bomb Not 
Linked With 
Earthquakes

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 


government seismologists said 
today a seven-year study of 
earthquakes showed no appar- 
ent connection between nuclear 
explosions and the destructive 
tremors. 


J. H. Healy and P. Anthony 


Marshall, both of the U.S. Geo- 
logical Survey, reported just as 
many earthquakes occurred be- 
fore underground atomic explo- 
sions as afterwards. 


The two scientists said they 


excluded earth tremors occur- 
ring within about five miles of 
atomic explosions since 
re- 


searchers 
previously 
estab- 


lished that "relatively small 
earthquakes are triggered close 
to the sites of some nuclear ex- 
plosions." 


The findings bolster Atomic 


Energy Commission contentions 
that underground testing pro- 
duces only harmless surface aft- 
ershocks beyond the immediate 
blast sites. 


Several AEC projects over the 


past several months have been 
met with flurries of protests 
from citizens' groups which 
feared the explosions might set 
off widespread tremors. 


Numerous nuclear tests in the 


Nevada desert have, so far, pro- 
duced no major , earthquakes, 
the AEC reported earlier. An 
underground explosion In the 
tremor-prone Aleutians, off the 


- Alaska coast, caused no major 


disturbance. 


The two researchers said they 


studied earthquakes occurring 
between Sept. 15, 1961, and Dec. 
19, 1968, in an area covering 
most of the United States. 


Their report in the technical 


•"Journal "Science >>Ji«fcf-23$ un- 


derground nuclear blasts were 
touched off during that period. 


"We found that 446 earth- 


quakes occurred in the 104-hour 
periods immediately following 
the 235 nuclear explosions and 
that 447 earthquakes occurred 
within similar periods immedi- 
ately preceding the explosions," 
their report read. 


"Attempts to show that earth- 


quakes extend more than a few 
tens of kilometers from those 
(nuclear explosion) sites have 
been unsuccessful," they report- 
ed. A kilometer is about five- 
eights of a mile.

But the 
Chinese announced that another 
American prisoner, Hugh Fran- 
cis Redmond of Yonkers, N.Y., 
committed suicide three months 
ago. 


Border sources said the 79- 


year-old prelate from Cumber- 
land, Md., "walked across the 
border bridge unaided and ap- 
peared hi fair condition consid- 
ering his age arid the ordeal he 
has undergone." 


A U.S. Consulate spokesman 


said Bishop Walsh was being 
given a medical examination 
and "we will not know his real 
condition until after that." 


The spokesman said he doubt- 


ed that the bishop would be 
made available to talk to report- 
ers or be photographed "for 
some time." 


He reportedly has been in a 


prison hospital In Shanghai 
most of the last eight years. 


The bishop was arrested in 


October 1958. He was convicted 
in I960 of espionage and sen

TOKYO (AJP) — Th* Japa- 


nese people would never permit 
Japan to take over the military 
role of the United States in Asia 
and the Pacific after American 
forces withdraw, Prime Minis- 
ter Eisaku Sato says. 


The Japanese leader sharply 


rejected the view of Philippine 
President 
Ferdinand 
Marcos 


and some other Asian leaders 
that Japan ultimately would 
have to assume major responsi- 
bility for law and order in east- 
ern Asia. 


"We may be able to possess 


military strength adequate for 
self-defense," he said in an in- 
terview. "But the Japanese peo- 
ple would never allow us to take 
over the role of the U.S. 


"To avoid any misunderstand- 


ings such as entertained by 
President Marcos let me say: 
historically countries with eco- 
nomic might have great mili- 
tary power. In the case of Ja- 
pan, we are resolved not to use 
the armed forces. That is what 
we proclaimed 25 years ago in 
the no-war constitution." 


Sato said Japan's future poli- 


cy would be to "extend coopera- 
tion commensurate with our 
strength for the prosperity of 
the countries of Asia." 


"In extending such coopera- 


tion," he added, "a bilateral 
formula may cause misunder- 
standings that Japan seeks eco- 
nomic domination. So we prefer 
a formula in association with 
other countries in giving aid." 


On relations with the United 


States, Sato said Japan must 
take a "courageous step toward 
liberalizing" its trade position. 


"I don't think we can, continue 


protectionism," he sai<&s V • .. 


"W« shall .never be ungrateful 
r^J*™pport the jUniCed 


States extended to us which en- 
abled us to rehabilitate our- 
selves after World War II," he 
said. "But even close friends 
and loving couples have misun- 
derstandings. 


"Fortunately, U.S.-Japan re- 


lations will not be broken. We 
are good friends although it is 
regrettable that the textile nego- 
tiations failed. Our relations will 
not be spoiled or distorted by 
the passage of the Mills bill." 


That legislation 
by Wilbur 


Mills, chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, 
would impose quotas on woolen 
and synthetic textile imports at 
the 1967 levels for countries 
which do not agree to limit such 
shipments voluntarily. 


Sato said he told Secretary of 


State William P. Rogers during 
the visit which ended today, 
'"Although 
it 
is regrettable 


about textiles, the thread be- 
tween the two countries has not 
been broken.' 


"He thought 1 said 'threat' 


and he looked surprised," the 
prime minister added. 


The prime minister advised 


caution in the reduction of U.S. 
forces in Asia.
